They feel that their inevitable 
aiguish) was exacerhated hy the doc- 
(inaire approach of the medival au- 
thoriligs dealing with their cases. 
Anni attributes it ta the “strong 
atmosphere of hostility τὸ aburtion” 
in Jerusalem, where the patients 
bave to be sent out of town to ensure 
prompt action. But in far-off Eilat, 
Noga found a similar approach. 

“My abortion was perfectly teg- 
al.” she recalls, “but 1 was mide to 
feel it wits shady and iNegitimate.” 


THE FACT of her pregnancy came 
as astack to Anni, because she hid 
determined to put an end to her 
relitionship with the man whom she 
hiul decided was unsuitable, Furth- 
ermore, she was using a diaphragm, 
which is regarded a reasonably 
sofe method of contraception. 

Puoely by chance, she bad an 
appaintment with her gynecologist 
suon after she learnt thit she wis 
prepnant. She had made the 
uppointment several weeks cartier 10 
cansult him about alternative 
methods of contriception.

He just 
wanted me to have the baby,” 

His assistant, a woman with a 
headscarf, suggested adoption; the 
Specialist repeutedly suggested tht 
her companion might be prepared to 
marry her ~ something she did not 
want, 

Anna was in a highty disturbed 
State of mind, and found it difficult 
to resist the onslaught. But she in- 
sisted that she wanted an abortion. 
Then, the specialist fell beck on his 
second line of defence. The waiting 
list in Jerusalem was a long one, he 
told her, and she would have to wait 
her turn. 

In some distress, Anna started 
asking friends for advice. One told 
her that she had had an abortion and 
it was “the biggest mistake of my 
life." Anna seriously considered 
going ahead with the boty; but she 
thought it over again and phoned the 
Specialist to tell him that she was 
fesolved to go ahead with the abor- 
fion. : 

This time, the gynecologist gave 
her Lhe number of « “private” clinic, 
where she was told it would cost $400 

sto $500. A friend had given her 
Qnother nuniber, but she was told 

+ that the abortionist there was “old 
with shaky hands,” which was hardly 
reassuring for a delicate operation.

She asked her whether she was 
sure she wanted the operation, and if 
she knew what was involved; but 
there was none of the haranguing 
that she had experienced in Jeru- 
salem. 

The social worker brought her 
case to the hospital committee. Asa 
single person, Anna was in one of 
the categories where an aburtion is 
permitted, sa her operation was 
quickly approved. But while she was 
there, she met a young mother with 
four children, husband unemployed, 
living in » one-room flat. This 
woman's application was turned 
down, leaving her int a hysterical 
stale. 

The operation, performed under a 
encral anesthetic, was not tac bad. 
he woke up with stomach cramps 

and bleeding, but felt well enough to 
accompany her friend to the.cinema 


in Tel Aviv that night. However, she -

cried all through the film. 

“I was certain I'd done the right 
thing,” she explains, “but | can't say 
it was without regrets. I liked being 
pregnant. It'sa very personal thing. | 
was also angry with myself for get- 
ting into the situation, und 1 was 
worried about whether | would be 
able to become pregnant again.” 

Her depression lasted, on and off, 
for nine months. She felt envious of 
pregnant friends, and visualized how 
she would hive been at different 
stages of pregnancy. 


NOGA WAS received by the social 
worker at the Josephtal Hospital in 
Eilat with hostility. As a single girl, 
she was entitled to have her pregnan- 
cy terminated, but the official 
poured out statistics, relating to the 
dangers of abortion. She badgered 
the 21-year-old kibbutz member. 
wanting to know why she wasn't 
showing more emotion. “Why aren't 
you crying?” she demanded. 
She asked Noga to sign a legal 


release promising not to sue the 
hospital if she was later unable to 
conceive. “She was really frighten- 
ing,” relates Noga, “and | felt the 
release was unethical to soy the 
least." 

The social worker asked what 
Noga would do, “if the committee 
refuses you,” although, in fact, it 
had no legal grounds to do so. “I'll 
do it Lali retorted Noga, and 
won approval for the operation. 

She remembers her day at the 


hospital as a nightmare. Some half- - 


dozen girls were undressed, and left 
lying on beds in a corridor for two 
hours. 

“Everyone knew that Wednesday 
was ‘abortion day’,"* she says. “The 
cleaning women, orderlies, nurses 
and administration workers all had a 
go at us 85 we lay in the corridor. 
They all felt entitled to give us their 
advice, and to tell us that God would 
punish us." ; 

The operations were carried out, 
“as if on a conveyor belt,” she says,

RUTH BENDER, director of Shilo 
(Hebrew acronym for Advisory Set- 
vice on Pregnancy and Contfacep 
tion) in Jerusalem, is the first t 
admit that her service is inadequate. 
With a staff of two salaried profes: 
sionals and 33 volunteers, —— 
doctors, nurses, psychologists ἃ 

social workers, Shilo is perennially 
teetering on the brink of bankrupt 
cy 


Supported entirely by com 
tributions -- mostly from the 1.5. τ 
the office also receives some assis! 
ance from the New Israel Fund, the 
Jerusalem Municipality and the 
Jerusalem Foundation. 

“It is impossible to expand our 
service, to plan ahead, when We 
don't know if we can pay the rents 
the electricity bill,” she explains. 


Nevertlicless, they dealt with more 


than 1,000 cases in 1985. 
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Sitting in her οἱ u lo Rehov 
Ben Yehuda, Bender reitertes whit 
she told Td Jerusalem [ost Utee- 
and-a-half ye go: “The vast 
majority nfs must he 
out of town for abortions. The δὲ 
log in Jerusalent is simply toy Jong. 

Nearly all the abortions in Jen 
salem ae carried out by the two 
Hadassah hospitals, and they are 
very slow about ΘΟ ΤΟΥ i ΠΩ 
tions, even when thei committees 
have approved them, she maintitins. 

Most ef Shilo's work os with 
young, single yi the majority of 
whom come for advi 
traception; but Δ. per cent have 
unwanted pregnancies. una further 
10 per cent think they are pregaaut. 

The Shilo counsellors always sug- 
gest going through with the birth, as 
an alternutive, but ay most of their 
clients are young, single girls, legal 
aburtiuns can be wii; After 
they have made the decision, they 
are directed to hospitals and day 
clinies in the coastal plain. 

They go down in the morning, 
have the operation and are hack by 
evening. “They have bleeding and 
stomach pains,” says Bender. “But 
they can tell their parents they have a 
bad period." 

Except in cases where there 
appeurs to be a real dunger of vio- 
st the girl, the Shilo coun- 
sellors alwnys Uy to perstaide their 
clients to confide in thei parents. 
But they never inform parents with- 
out the child's consent. 

“Sometimes we gel angry phone 
calls, telling us they know we are 
treating their children,” she says, 
“but we never betray a confidence.” 
(1 found this to be true, when Bender 
tefuscd point-blink to put me in 
touch with any of her clients. [had to 
locate Anna and Noga by other 
methods. ) 

Bender notes that the teenger’s 
first reaction on ng of her pre- 
phancy is panic. She is immature and 

Tightened, and wants instant action. 
She needs sympathy and under- 
Standing. 
_ "is important to take into con- 
sideration the human and emotional 
needs of the girl, No decision on 
abortion cin be taken lightly." 

Bender cites a recent case of it 
15-year-old girl who is in her third 
month of pregnancy. [tis too late for 
Aregular termination operation. She 
will need ἃ second-trimester abor- 
tion, involving amnio-infusion, an 
Injection into the uterus that kills the 
fetus and induces fabour. It is 
Painful process lasting several days. 

“At present she is working oul 
how to avoid telling her parents, 
while we are encouraping her to tell 
them,” she says. “Often the parents 
are far more supportive than the 
child thinks they will he." 

A social worker hus been assigned 
to the girl, and will accompany her 
every step of the way, whatever 
happens, If the girl decides to tell her 
parents and wants the sucial worker 
Present, she will be there, 

Therg is a repetitive pattern in 
early pregnancy, The 15-yeur-old 
was told by her mother: “Don't 
make the same mistake as J did by 

‘coming pregnant at 17!" 

Bender is no facile pro- 
abortionist. She fully concedes that 
in many cases, children who might 

ve been aborted can grow up 

ppily. But, as a social worker, she 
has seen too many children growing 
up unwanted and unloved, often 
treated violently by emotionully dis- 
turbed parents. It was that sort of 
thing which Propelicd her to her 
Present work. 

"Sex education is important,” she 
Says, “we must increase knowledge 
Of contraception; but there wil] al- 
ways be unwanted pregnancies. Ter- 
Minution js not an easy decision. No 
woman undertakes it withaut feel- 
ings Of ambivalence, fear and guilt. 
Ν ‘least we can do is to try to help

should be done professionally, experts agree. A 
better way would be provision of adequate sex 
education. Judy Siegel-itzkovich reports. 


PERHAPS, THE best way to pre- 
vent another teenager like Yael Shri- 
ki from dying after an illegal abor- 
tiun is to adopt the publicity techni- 
ques used for selling avocados and 
grapefruits -- TV public service ads. 
If the 17-year-old Safad girl had 
known exuctly where to turn for help 
when she learned she was pregnant, 


‘she probably would have heen alive 


today. A_public service ad could 
have informed her, and the 
thousands of others in her situation, 
that they can legally apply to ἃ 
hospital committee that approves 
induced abortions — far away from 
her hometown -- and receive approv- 
al for the procedure within a few 
days. ᾿ 
Instead, ashamed and afraid to go 
to her. observant parents for help. 
Shriki went to.a Safad doctor with 
inadequate training who took her to 
the unequipped private office of a 
75-year-old colleague. She went into 
a coma from an alfergic reaction to 
the anesthetic, suffered severe brain 
damage and died a few days later. 
Would Israel TV broadcast a ser- 
vice ad that deals with such a taboo 
subject? Now that Na'amat has 
openly tackled the matter of meno- 


pause, with its hot flushes and brittle 


bones, on a public service ad, 

Παρ pregnant leenagers can also 
Be discussed, The Israel Association 
for Family Planning, headed by 
Prof. Zvi Palti, hopes such a TV 
message will be approved. 

If the Broadcasting Authority 
does approve it, the only remaining 
hurdle is the problem of money. The 
association seeks a donor who would 
be willing to finunce such a public 
service messige, ils production and 
its brondcast at regular intervals. 

Professor Palti, head of the de- 
partment of obstetrics and gynecolo- 
gy at Hadassah Hospital on Mt. 
Scopus in Jerusalem, doesn't like 
abortions. Presiding over a depart- 
ment that delivers thousands of 
wanted babies to overjoyed parents 
each year, he does not see the in- 
duced: abortion as the mission of his 
profession. “It should certainly not 
be considered a means of birth con- 
tro!,” says Palti. Unwanted pregnan- 
cies, he says, should be prevented, 
through sex education and readily 
available information and birth- 
control devices. Abortion should be 
resorted to only in certain cases, and 
only in a hospital. 


SEY πτασδυστ ane 


THE HEALTH Ministry says that 
the Knesset’s repeal of Paragraph 5 
in the law, which originally allowed 
legal abortions in cases where a baby 
would create 4 heavy.social burden 
on the family. has not significantly 
decreased the number of abortions. 

In 1979, hospital cammitiees 
approved 15,929 legal abortions, In 
$Oxt, when Paragraph 5 was te- 
pealed, there were 14,708, followed 
by 14.514 the next year. In 1982 
there were 16,829, 15,593 in 1983, 
amc 18,948 in 1984. There were 
18,405 in 1985, and an estimated 
18,500 last year. These figures in- 
chide therapeutic abortions per- 
formed when the fetus is defective 
from Down's Syndrome, or when 
the pregnant mother was exposed to 
German measles. 

But these figures do not reflect the 
number of illegal abortions that take 
place in doctors’ private clinics or in 
the homes of “paraprofessionals"™ 
with inudequate training. 


PROFESSOR Pulti says that estimates 
range from 6,000 to 15,000 illegal 
abortions a yeur in this country (the 
number of new immigrants to arrive 
here fast year was about 10,000, by 
way of comparison). 

He offers a more shocking statis- 
tic, Women who give birth in Haclas 
sah Hospital on Mt, Seapus are 
asked upon admission how many 
previous pregnancies they've had, 
Including those that ended in abor- 
tion, About 60 per cent of the 
women admit to having had an in- 
duced abortion, says Palti. Since 
only about 18000 are legally per- 
formed each year, and some 100,000 
women give birth annually, this. fi- 
gure tints at the scope af the prob- 
lem. 

Although the Health Ministry 
opposed the repeal of Paragraph 5, 
pushed through the Knesset under 
Orthodox pressure, il does not now 
call for a reinstitution of the “social 
clause," saying thal the current kiw 
is workable. 

Professor Palti and his association 
would like to sce a reinstitution of 
that clause because, he maintains, it 
would transfer some of the illegal 
abortions from clinics to hospitals, 
and would result in fewer deaths and 
fewer complications. 


IF YAEL Shriki had been adminis- 
tered anesthetic in ἃ hospital, and 
stopped brenthingin an allergic reac- 
tion (a rare occurrence), the doctors 
could probably have used an anti- 
dote to the anesthetic or otherwise 
saved her jife with sophisticated 
equipment. None of this was avail- 
able in the private ctittie of the old 
doctor. 

In addition, says Palti, “If some- 
thing goes wrong, stich as ἃ puncture 
of the womb, a doctor performing an 
illegal abortion would probably 
bring the woman to the hospital for 
treatment. If it were done by a 
paraprofessional, he would be likely 
to just send her home, and she could 
bleed to death later." Thus, he 
argues, ensuring that more of the 
abortions are done in the hospital, 
by qualified doctors, will save lives 
and reduce complications. 

"All this talk of abortions under- 
standably perturbs the Orthodox, 
including their voluntary organiza- 
tion Efrat, which promotes the no- 
tion that women should have more 
bubies, and that having an abortion -- 
even if you are 1S or 16—issinful. 

Were Yael to have had her baby, 
she would have been alive today. 
Bui forcing a teenager to go through 
with a pregnancy could have ruined 
her fife. Professor Palti says he 
knows of cases where the natural 
mothers of adopted babies continue 
to think about the child, asking the 
adoption authorities to “send con- 
gratulations" to the child on his bar 
mitzva, even though she doesn’t 
know where he lives or what he looks 

* Tike. 
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EFRAT AND Palti agree that abur- 
tions should be prevented. But Palti 
believes that “family-life education" 
such as that promoted by his associa- 
tion will reduce the number of these 
procedures. 

The Family Planuing Association, 
based in Tel Aviv at 9 Rehov Raum- 
bam (telephone 5101511}, has bran- 
ches in El a. It gets 
absolutely no funding from any gov- 
erament ministry, depending un the 
International Planned Parenthood 
Association in England for minimil 
al baa 

(In Jerusalem, a separate orga- 
nization, Shilo, on Rehov Ben 
Yehuda, provides udvice tu all com- 
crs). 

The ussociation, which needs 
volunteers for taking port in its in- 
formation services, is not allowed to 
go into schools, as principals and 
parents oppose it. Instead, it sends 
lecturers to institutions and groups 
that want information, like the Israel 
Defence Forces and kibbutzim. 

Palti says the lectures are about 
“learning to live together, as cou- 
ples,” and not mere sex educulion. 
The association does little in the field 
of courses for parents who don't 
know how to explain the facts of life 
to their children. 

Courses for parents, he explains, 
would require a great deal of man- 
power, and the association is shart of 
volunteer lecturers. More practical 
are courses far public health rarses, 
who can in turn explain matters to 
parents. 

The association wants to launch a 
campaign ubout the prevention of 
sexually transmitted diseases, in- 
cluding Aids, ponorrhen, syphilis, 
herpes and chlamydia. 

With the publicity about the Shiriki 
case in Safad, the association wants 
to increase information about abor- 
tion and birth control as well, The 
time is “ripe" for such a campaign, 
anda TV message would proniote it. 


PALTI SAYS that his hospital's 
abortion committce, which mects 
once ἃ week, is “not liberal.” It 
receives requests from married 
women with a good econantic base 
who just don't want any more chil- 
dren. “We turn them down. Women 
and men must lake responsibility for 
their actions, and not view abortion 
as the answer to their enrelessness." 

The criteria set down by the fiw, 
as it currently stands, permit abor- 
tions for married women under the 
age of 17 and over the age of 40, as 
well as for all single women. Preg- 
nancics resulting from incestuous 
or other forbidden relations, or 
those that can jeopardize the mental 
and/or physical state of the mother 
may alsy be terminated. So can preg- 
nancies when a severely defective 
felus is suspected. 

If the abortion isapproved, it costs 
one day's hospitalization, which in 
most cases is paid for by the health 
fund if it is a therapeutic abortion. 
An illegal abortion costs many hun- 
dreds or thousands of shekels. 

Professor Palti emphasizes that 
Yael Shriki could have turned for 
help to any hospital social worker, 

wblic health nurse, or counsellor at 
fer school. ‘They are trained to refer 
girls in her condition the right 
address. “{t takes a certain degree of 
courage (ὦ ask for help,” Palti notes. 
“Having an unplanned pregnancy 
makes you feel a sense of failure.” 

Summing up, he says thut Israel 
should never become like the Soviet 
Union, where abortions are nearly 
free (about $7 per procedure) and 
approved in all cases by the author- 
ities as αὶ means of birth control. 

But at the same time, he main- 
tains, Israe} must not go to the other - 
extreme of making it impossible to 
get, except by illegal menns, Yael 
Shriki’s family, struggling with guilt 
feelings for having nat noticed their 
daughter's troubles, would un- 
doubtedly agree. ia)

IF MY MIND was wandering, it 
wasn't the witty Conor Cruise 
O'Brien's fault.

BRITISH JEWS were surprised to 
find themselves succeeding beyond 
their wildest dreams in their cum- 
paign against the anti-Zionist play, 
Penditian, due to have been staged at 
Lendon’s Royal Court Theatre. 

At the last moment, just before 
opening night (carefully scheduled 
for Fridivy), the management of the 
theatre decided to climb down. The 
counci] of the theatre, waking up to 
the degree of protest the play had 
generated, realized that it had neith- 
er scrutinized the script nor taken 
legal counsel. On Friday morning, 
the Royal Court's artistic director, 
Man’Stafford-Clark, announced that 
the splay was cancelled. 

owever, the issue is far from 
dead. Other British theatres are still 
considering staging the play. 

The Royal Court cancellation was 
lll-received by the play’s author, Jim 
Allen, and its director, Ken Lonch. 
A furious Allen described the Royal 
Court's decision as “disgraceful cen- 
sorship™ and held "the Zionist lob- 
by" responsible for the cancellation.

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THE HUNGARIAN circus is com- 
ing τὸ town — ta several towns — after 
a hiatus of 20-years.

The actors learned Tai Chi 
from Lily Cohen, an Israeli living in 
London, whe came to [srael to give a 
general course. 

Nitai wants to make the point that 
the play is about cultural 
stereotypes. He even thought of slip- 
ping some Yiddish or Bulgarian, or 
“even English” into the Chinese, to 
show that a similar situation might 
huppen in any cultural group. But in 
the end, he wis persuaded to stick to 
Chinese dialect. 

Under the Middle Eastern arches 
of the small theatre's interior, [tzik 
Hanit has turned the shifling stage 
into a New York-style Chinese laun- 
dry. The father who works there is 
pluyed by Sasi Su'ad; Neta Plotzky 


, and Fira Kantor alternate as the

I iy dee 
and told her that if she were a bear 
and actually tried to hibernate, she 
wouldn't be very successful. 

“But everyone knows that bears 
hibernate in the winter,” she said in 
amazement. I answered that biti 
one was wrong on that score as well. 

[explained that hibernation is true 
winter sleep in which the animal is as 
near death as it could be without 
actually dying. Its pulse slows to a 
few beats a minute, breathing is 
reduced even further and no meta- 
bolic processes take place. The 
animal makes no new blood cells, 
creates no body heat. The experts at 
this are hamsters and hedgehogs, 
three-lined round squirrels, dormice 
and other animals. : 

Bears, on the other hand, simply 
go into a state called winter rest or 
winter dormancy. They still meta- 
bolize and, in fact, it is during this 

eriod that the female bear gives 
Birth to her blind, hairless cubs and 
nurses them for about three months, 
keeping them warm with her own 
body heat -- something she could not 
do if she were in-hibernation. ᾿

MICHAEL. DRUKS’S captivating 
picuires painted ever the last two 
yeats. cover a Ah century spectrum 
from the cubistic machinahons of 
Pieabia to the ephemeral abstrae- 
tions of Baziotes, tinged with a dash 
of Klee's cerebral humour for added 
interest. 

Unframed and untitled, Dinks's 
loosely hung canvas rectangle: 
compelling solutions 5 
painterly problems of colour hur 
mony, composition and spacial illu- 
sion. With a great deal of conti- 
dence, Druks, the one time coneep- 
tual wizard, pulls everything 
together, creating pictures full of the 
innuendoes, intelectual codes und 
clouded symbols that help reverse 
non-objective imagery into surreal 
subject mutter. 

Druks actually constructs his sur- 
faces by establishing archetectonic 
environments, planular and circular 
fields built into arenas of geometric 
enclosures. Designed as plices di- 
vorced fram a geographic reality 
(except for their being solid and 
firm) they project shadows and act us 
“caves” and platforms for a series of 
linearized tangents, sqtiggles, dats 
and bolts, all symbolic of a hinting 
human presence. This consideration 
of a “separate world" gocs hand in 
hand with Druks's rejection of the 
action and automatism of post-war 
modernism opting instead for a de- 
liberate, work-in-progress style. Un- 
Planned and intuitively composed, 
the paintings possess, nevertheless, 
a defined centre, an aura of correct- 
hess and a pragmatic concern by the 
artist that all elements be in place 
and rik poms Without losing its 
personal mystery, Druks has turned 
Ideas and words, maps and charts 
into inventive drawing and dashing 
colour. (Julie M. Gallery, 7 Glikson, 
Tel Aviv). 


LOOKING AT the 45 small paint- 
ings by Pinchas Cohen Gan is a 
Mixed treat, for they vary from very 
acceptable, colour-oriented, ¢x-

Views of 
crowded boulevards, pitched or tar- 
red roofs, splendid trees and grey 
stone facades are roughly brushed 
matter-of-fact reactions. Their per- 
sonality lies in the artist's manner of 
translating the stone, air and green- 
ery into paint on paper without overt 
utiempts to create atmospheric light 
or poetic surroundings (despite one 
or two sheets in which amber facades 
tinged by a rouge-red_ skyline be- 
come the essence of Tel Aviv facing 
the afternoon sea in mid-October). 
Goldman is painting, not copying 
nor translating.

CHANA ESHET of Kibbutz 
Ma’agan Michael paints farge and 
decorative animals and birds sct 
within, endless fields of landscaped 
colout.

frames and boxes with moveable 
pieces in elegantly crafted stainless 
steel and brass.

SOME 290 cartoons and caricatures; 
published in newspapers, journals, 
or as book illustrations here or 
abroad over the past six years. are 
now on display at Haifa. Museum, 
the latest in a secession ΟἹ impress- 
ive exhibitions at this venue. 

Tu involve the spectator im- 
mediately in the spirit of this show, 
curator [rit Miller and designer Tami 
Atiya (who is also responsible for the 
excellent catalogue) have set up at 
wall of reflective metal sheeting at 
the entrance to the exhibition halls 
where the 28 exhibitors (to apprupri- 
ate Hamlet's exhortation to his play- 
ers) “hold, as Ὁ were, a distorting 
mirter up to Nature” = in this inst- 
ance the peculiar character uf Israeli 
society, its complex politics, prob- 
lems and peceadillues. Giant sheets 
of anonymous newsprint have been 
selected as a continuous background 
against which to hung the exhibition 
material, providing not only an apt 
visual foil, but also serving to 
emphasize the function of the var- 
toonist as a succinct interpreter of 
current events reported! at length in 
the daily news. 

One gallery has been set aside as ἢ 
homage to the contribution of Arie 
Navon to the develupment of the 
Israeli caricature. His earliest draw- 
ings on display, executed in charac- 
teristic lean and economical line, 
date from the 1920s. Later works, 
from the Thirties (when he became 
the first cartoonist to appear regular- 
ly in a daily newspaper: Davar, 
1934), and the Forties, reveal him as 
alively commentator of life in Pales- 
tine under the British Mandate 
whose depictions of kibbutz life, 
statesmen, the Patmah and War of 
Independence, have served us ἃ 
basis for further development by 
succeeding generations of artists. 
Navon was the first to personify the 
emerging State on the eve of Inde- 
pendence, through a symbolic fi- 
gure, thal of a new-born babe howl- 
ing in his cot. Later, in the Fifties, 
“Dosh” (Kariel Gardush) invented 
“Tsraelik,” the bashful youth in short 
trousers und strip sandals, a Kove 
tembel on his head, an image taken 
up and copied in countless drawings 
worldwide. 

The cartoons are exhibited 
according to subject-matter, a not 
totally successful idea, since topics 
and themes inevitably overlap. Only 
a small group, assembled under the 
titles “Find Yourself” and “Let's 
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Sex and war 


DOV OR-NER'S “War Museum” 
drawings are huge six-metre long 
sheets of almost pretty (wall?) paper 
covered with brushed black paint 
that deliberately try to bridge the 

p between expressionist line draw- 
ing and cartoon-like graffiti. Or-Ner 
concentrates on the old saw that 
sexual aggression and war have 
something in common and makes 
much of genitals, copulation, bug- 


- gery and even bestiality, while juxta- 


posing penile rockets with jaccid 
casualties in wheelchairs. A cypher 
for Michelangelo's Moses is also re- 
peated in one work in which the 
word Kunst also appears. Satirical it 
isn’t. The best that can be said for 
this unedifying display is that the 
illustrative works read fairly easily 
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and are all of a piece stylistically.

ATTHE Yad Vashem Art Museum 
is a show of works by concentration 
camp survivor Halins Olomucki, 
known for her harrowing pencil 
drawings of fearful, starving women 
inmates made in various camps prior 
to and just after the liberation. Olo- 
mucki hid these drawings in various 
places and was lucky enough not 
only to survive Maidanek, Au- 
schwitz and Ravensbruck, but to 
recover some of the drawings after 
the war. She left Poland in 1957 and 
has lived here since 1972.

A gender style of humour is appi- 
rent in the drawings of another small 
group of artists, amongst Chen veter- 
an illustrators Yossi Stern and 
“Friedel” Stem. 

Sex and sexist jokes, the staple 
diet of many cartoonists abroad, are 
virtually absent from the repertoire 
of Israeli carivonists. In its place, 
differences between the religious 
and secular communities provide, it 
appears, an_almast inexhaustible 
source for satirical comment, with all 
the artists coming oul on the side of 
secular society and its struggle against 
religious eoercion. Drawings either 
relate to specific events (such as 
“Shiloh''s depiction of a scantily- 
clad bathing beauty diving out of her 
frame to sufety from ἃ burning bus- 
stop), or make generalized state- 
ments, as seen in Kichka’s allegory 
of a secular Jew is an immobilized 
Gulliver overrun by a swarm of 
black-coated figures. 

But the full foree and asperity of 

local wit turns- upon local politics, 
politicians and the economy, with 
Israel's relationship with her neigh- 
bours, the war in Lebanon and the 
country's depencence on the USA 
also receiving attention. A large 
body of respected artists are active in 
this arena, almost all associated on a 
regular basis with daily newspapers. 
Among thein are Dosh, ‘‘Zeev” 
(Yaakov Farkash); Yaakov “Dry 
Bones” Kirschen; “Mike (Meir 
Ronnen); ‘‘Peretz’’ Weinreich; 
“Cyla and Didi’? Menusy. Popular 
targets are the national unity govern- 
ment, the relationship betwen the 
prime minister and his deputy fas 
seen in Zeev's “marriage ceremony” 
between Peres and Shamir, with 
Burg officiating). as well as indi- 
vidual studies of political personali- 
ties. Among the latter are virtuoso 
drawings by Ranan Lurie and 
smoothly finished tempera paintings 
‘on wood by Ori Helmekler, both 
Israelis long living abroad who have 
achieved international recognition. 
Particularly amusing amongst the 
work of locally-based portrait- 
caricaturists are Adar ‘‘Darlan’’'s 
depictions of Peres’s cabinet as 
Smurfs, and κε γι" Rosenfeld’s 
conception of Moda'i (then minister 
of finance) as a cloaked magician, 
employing sleight-of-hand tricks to 
convert old shekeis into new. Also

Amcor itself professes to be sur- 
prised at the success the appliance 
has already achieved in Europe, par- 
ticularly in England. It has export 
orders for some 20,000 units, as 
much as it can handle through the end 
of this year. In England, it willsell at 
some outlets as the “Valor Petite” 
but will also appear under the “Inde- 
sit" trade name at the Curries chain. 

Amcor believes its product has 

European appeal because it is cheap- 

er than the Swedish dishwashers but 
better than the Greek-made ones. 

The firm says even the American 
market has started showing an in- 
terest in mini-dishwashers, particu- 
larly for the increasing number of 
single-parent families.

gives several reasons for this. A big 
dishwasher requires space to be 
planned for it at the time the kitchen 
is being designed or remadetied. A 
small dishwasher is a “shelf pra- 
duct.” which can be purchased, ear- 
ried home, und easily attached to the 
kitchen sink -- provided that one has 
enough counter-space for it. 

The compacts use a minimum of 
water and clectricity. Ameor's, for 
instance, claims to use just over 13 
litres of water and one-third of a 
kilowatt-hour of electricity per full 
cycle. Including the detergents, the 
total cost of running a cycle should 
come to less than 15 agorot. 

These factors, says Movshovitz, 

make the mini-dishwasher an ‘‘ev- 
eryday appliance," which one does 
Rot hesitate to use daily as needed, 
He contends that dishes by hand uses 
more water, as a running tap takes 
three litres per minute. 


THE APPEAL of small dishwashers 
in Israe] may also have something to 
do with the fact that so many of our 
homes abserve kashrut, entailing the 
separation of meat and dairy dishes. 
Whiere this is not a factor, the normal 
way to use a large dishwasher is to 
add dirty dishes gradually through- 
Out the day, and run the machine 
when it is full. Ina kosher home, this 
is not a practical solution. The meat 
dishes from the main meal, even for 
a family of six, might well fit com- 
fortably into ἢ mini-machine, which 
can be run right after dinner. 

There are two schools of thought 
among observant Jews as to whether 
the same dishwasher can be used for 
both meat and milk dishes. One is 
thai it may not, and the machine 
must be reserved for either ment or 
milk. The other, based on aruling by 
the late and highly-respected Amer- 
ican Orthodox authority, Rabbi 
Moshe Feinstein, is that the same 
dishwasher may be used for both 
Sets, provided the interior baskets 
are changed between cycles.

AMCOR BOASTS that its machine 
has a choice of five programmes - 
ranging from a bricf “rinse-and- 
hold” cycle (when one wants (o store 
dishes for a full load. without having 
stubborn dirt stick on them) to a 
45-minute, very hot (65 degrees) 
cycle for especially greasy dishes. 
The average cycle for moderately 
dirty dishes takes 35 minutes, at 55 
degrees, 

Some companies recommend 
hooking up the dishwasher to the 
hot-water tap in order to save time 
and electricity. Others argue against 
this, and some even say that in 
summer, the water from a sun- 
per tank may be so hot as to 
contribute to excess mineral deposi 
in the dishwasher. ae 

Amcor's attitude is that direct hot 
water will probably not harm the 
mechanism, but this shortcut re- 
duces the optimum operating time 
needed to wash the dishes properly, 
so it does not favour it. As for 
mineral deposits from our hard wa- 
ter, Movshovitz in any case recom- 
mends a once-a-month rinse cycle 
with two tablespoons of vinegar. 

As for its dishwasher capacity, 
Anicor leans toward the modest side 
in its claims. [ts printed literature 
refers either to “six place settings" 
or to “IR dishes, δὴ glasses, and 
cutlery for six,” 

If 1 had any practical advice for 
consumers trying to figure out how 
much will fit into any mini- 
dishwasher, it would be to take along 
a sample of their own plates, bow!s 
and glasses to a sales showroom -- no 
matter how inconvenient this may 
sound. It is my impression that the 
various companies do their space 
measurements with the smallest 
possible dinner plates, very flut soup 

plates, and very short glasses.

Astalre: The Man, The Dancer by 
Bob Thomas (St. Martin's Press, 
$18.95) is the latest of several books 
to appear in recent years about the 
world's greatest dancer, and it can 
stand with the best of them. Thomas 
is the author of definitive biog- 
raphies of Harry Cohn and Irving G. 
‘Thalberg, and has known Astaire for 
over forty years, having first inter- 
viewed him on the set of the “Coffee 
Time” number from Yolanda and the 
Thief. Yet those after Astaire- 
biographies will still do well to con- 
sult the biography by Benny Green. 

The book has the edge on its 

predecessors because it is more upto 
date, includés also a listing of 
Astaire's TV appenrances, and cov- 
ers his marriage to a woman jocke 
several decades his junior.

ROBERT BRESSON is a director 
who has made far fewer comprom- 
ises than Welles. Many of the princi- 
ples by which he works are set out in 
Notes on the Cinematographer 
(Quartet Encounters, £4.95), in a 
reverent translation from the French 
by Jonathan Griffin. The “cinema- 
tographer” of the title is by no means 
the cameraman; it is Bresson's term 
to describe a man who makes films as 
he does, with an obsession for truth 


captured on film. The “notes,” 
though, are just that; for the book is 
a series of brief observations made 
by Bresson since 1950. Stage- 
influenced cinema, and actors in 
films, particularly stars, are anathe- 
ma to Bresson. “A director drives 
his actors to simulate fictitious hu- 
man beings in the midst of objects 
that are not so. The false which he 
prefers will not change into true.” 


This is no guide to film-making the 


Bresson way, but rather a series of 
clues as to what shapes his work.
